Manila. Jan. 27. — A dispatch from 
Sorsogon says Brigadier General Kobbe’s 
expedition ha* occupied Soreogon, Don- 
sol, Bulan, I.ega*pi and Virac on Catan- 
duaues island. 
The only resistance was 
at Legaspi, where five A m e r i c a n s were 
wounded and 4h dead and 1ft wounded 
Filipinos were fonnd. 
It is believed there are 12ft,OOO bales 
of hemp in these provinces aud 75,000 
bales in the ports of Sorsogon and La- 
gaspi. 
The United States 
gunboat 
N ashville's shrapnel burned 8000 bales 
in Legaspi. 
The expedition arrived off Sorsogon 
Jan. 20, and the town displayed white 
flags. General Kobbe and Colonel Howe, 
with a battalion of the Forty-seventh 
infantry, landed here and raised the 
United States flag. The insurgent force 
num liering 800 
men. 
evacuated 
the 
place 
The natives were passive. 
During the m orning of Jan. 28 the 
N ashville and Venus w ith four compa 
Dies of Forty-seventh infantry regim ent 
under Major Shipton, approached Le 
gaspi. 
Filipino flags were flying and 
the trenches were crowded. 
A detach­ 
ment of 150 picked men led by Major 
Shipton landed on the beach about 
m ile north of the town, the N ashville 
bombarded the trenches and the enem y 
retreated to Albay, whence they were 
easily dispersed to the hills. 
About 200 insurgents, 
armed w ith 
rifles, forced OOO 
unw illing villagers 
armed with bows and arrows, to serve 
in the trenches in the close range fight­ 
ing before the enem y fled. The Filipino 
dead were m ostly villagers who were 
attem pting to flee. 
Tho expedition w ill proceed to Samari 
and Leyte, where the Forty-third and a 
battalion of the Third artillery w ill be 
distributed. 
Lieutenant Colonel W ebb C. Hayes 
has defeated an entrenched force of th-* 
enem y at Sariaga. 
One American was 
killed and five wounded. 
A record of 
l l American prisoners was found. 
Captain Casteel, while scouting near 
Baras with his company, 
encountered 
400 insurgents. 
He was reinforced by 
Captain G rade and the enemy driven 
to Tanay. 
One Am erican w as killed 
aud one wounded.
